NEW YORK'S OLDEST 
CHURCH 


St. Paul’s church, which stands al 
the northwest corner of Broadway 
and Vesey street in “Little Old New 
York” is one of the three public build­ 
ings erected before the days of the 
Revolutionary war which have with­ 
stood the ravages of progress in that 
fast-changing city. The third church 
to be built, it is the oldest church edi­ 
fice still standing on Manhattan island 
—the other two having passed into 
history. 
This 
venerable, 
yet 
exceedingly 
well-preserved house of worship was 
commenced in 1764 end first opened 
for worship on October 80, 1760. The 
conflagration some years later ruined 
| a considerable portion of the city aud 
laid to waste buildings on all sides of 
this religious home, but by reason of 
the flatness of the roof which enabled 
the firemen to mount it and extin­ 
guish the fires which were started by 
brands blown from other building* 
falling on Its roof, St. Paul’s escaped 
with but little damage. 
A few years 
later a steeple was added. 
The inferior of this splendid ex­ 
ample of early-day church architec­ 
ture was fashioned after that of St. 
Martln’s-ln-the-Flelds, 
London. 
The 
building is 113 feet long, 73 feet wide, 
and its tall, old-fashioned epire is 
made up of u series of differently 
I shaped sections stacked one on top of 
the other. 
In keeping with the majority of an* 
I dent houses of worship, St. Paul’s Is 
surrounded by a burial plot which, in 
turn, is Inclosed by a tall irim fence 
j The grave of Francis Drlng bears the 
earliest Inscription of all of those in 
this yard—1707. 
Behind the chancel 
within the church rest the remains of 
Gen. Richard Montgomery, who lost 
his life in the battle before Quebec in 
1775. 
A condition which at once raises a 
I question In the mind of the looker-on 
Is the peculiar fpct that this church 
turns Its hack on Broadway and faces 
toward the Hudson river and the New 
Jersey shore. 
It Is explained that 
this came about because of the fact 
that at the time of Its construction It

The pivseht bufidin* goat back to 
1805, when its size was increased to 
80 by IOO fedt’and an additional story 
added. The upper floor Is used now 
aa headquarters and a museum by 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Cofnimny of Massachusetts—said to 
be the oldest military organization In 
the world. Among the priceless relics 
Is a flag used In 1663 by this organiza­ 
tion. The second floor contains the 
hall which may be used as a public 
meeting place by any jproup of citi­ 
zens, free of charge, on request to the 
city authorities. 
During the Revolutionary war peri­ 
od. Fnnetiil ball was the scene of 
msny tense gatherings. The hall was 
used HS a place of amusement and 
entertainment by the officers of the 
British army In 1775 and 1776. Ever 
ainee the Revolution. It has been a 
popular gathering place and noted 
place for the holding of meetings, 
banquets ami receptions. 
Its walls 
have echoed the voice of Daniel Web­ 
ster, Wendell Phillips, and many other 
famous patriots of the time 
Situated adjacent to the old State 
house, and huddled In between mod­ 
ern office skyscrapers In the heart of 
the business center of “Old" Boston, 
this comfortable-looking structure of 
colonial design, bearing evidence of 
advanced age. Is possessed of a dig­ 
nified appearance and a quiet charm. 
A plan is now afoot to rehabilitate, 
fireproof, and “dress up* this v en er­ 
able hall and thereby preserve Its 
original beauty for another generation 
or two at least. While this work Is 
In process, the wooden awning-like 
sheds which now disfigure this land­ 
mark of "ye olden times” will be dis­ 
mantled and replaced by an Iron var- 
anda with a glass roof. 
With the single exception of Inde­ 
pendence hall, Philadelphia. Faneuil 
hall Is probably of greater historical 
Interest than any other building la 
these United States. 


In 1840, when Gen. William Henry 
Harrison was nominated for tho pres­ 
idency against Martin Van Buren, 
Horace Greeley started a little cam­ 
paign paper In New York city, which 
he called the Log Cabin, which la said 
to have bean incomparably the most 
spirited thing of the kind ever printed 
In the United States, says the Detroit 
News. 
It had a circulation af un­ 
precedented extent; beginning with 
48,000 and rlatog week after week 
until It reached 90,000. 
The price, however, was so low that 
Its great aals proved rather an em­ 
barrassment than a benefit to the pro­ 
prietors and when the campaign ended 
the firm of Horace Greeley A Ce. was 
rather more In debt than It was when 
the first number of the Log Cabin was 
published. 
Tbs last number of the 
Leg Cabin announced the forthcoming 
Tribune, price X cent which was a 
short time age consolidated with the 
New York H*ald. 
Five thousand copies of the first 
number of the Tribune were printed, 
and Greeley found It difficult to give 
them away. 
He began with a sub­ 
scription list of OOO. Bot the little pa­ 
per soon caught public attention and 
began Its fourth week with 6,000 paid 
subscribers. 


Coorie Hold Tomato 
to Bo a Vegetable 
Technically, tbs tomato la classed 
by botanists as a berry. In the strict­ 
ly scientific aes se a berry la a simple 
fruit In which tbs entire pericarp or 
edible portion la fleshy except the 
outer akin. According to this classifi­ 
cation, tomatoes, grapes, currants and 
bananas are all berries. 
All berries 
are fruits; that I* the berry is only a 
•pedes of the larger division af plants 
called frutts. 
But popularly there la 
much confusion as to whether toma­ 
toes should be called vegetables or 
fruits. The fact Is there la no well- 
drawn distinction between fruits and 
vegetables In the popular sense af the 
terms. However, courts In this coun­ 
try have bald that all these plants. 
like potatoes, cabbage, carrots, peas, 
celery, testees and tomatoes, which 
are eaten, whether cooked or raw, 
during the principal part of a meal 
are to be regarded aa vegetables, 
while those used only for dessert ars 
fruits. 
But this comes a long way 
from thb difficulty.

The “strike area 
is plainly indicated on the figure cf the 
catcher in heavy red lines. As the ball 
hits the canvas it rebounds and en a 
smooth surface will roll back to the 
pitcher for another delivery. The target 
is also an aid in batting practice and for 
coaching individual pitchers or squads. 
It is made in two sizes, one for girls or 
boys in elementary schools and the other 
for students rn colleges.

Good Use for Old Carpet Sweeper 
When a carpet sweeper no longer 
sweeps it is usually thrown away. Upon 
examination, it will be found, however, 
that quite some bristle is still left on the 
roller, which may be used a few more 
years as a push brush of the kind shown 
in the d r a w i n g . 
The brush and the 
wooden handle are 
removed from the 
sweeper box and 
also the m e t a l 
brace 
that holds 
the handle. 
The 
shaft, of the brush 
has a bearing hole 
at each end which

pivots on the brace. It may be necessary 
to bend the brace together a little in order 
to hold the brush securely.

In Stephen Simpson’s biography of 
Stephen Girard, published in 1832.

neighborhood, and Girard’s store af­ 
forded many moments of hilarity to 
the soldiers. 
One afternoon Colonel 
Stewart and a fellow officer visited 
the store to make a small purchase 
and to see Girard’s pretty wife. Colo­ 
nel Stewart could not resist the temp­ 
tation to snatch a kiss from Mrs. 
Girard while her husband had his 
ba<‘k turned. 
The la<ly Immediately 
told her husband who forced the colo­ 
nel to apologize. 
It is said that the 
occurrence caused n lot of disturbance 
at the time. 
For many years the story was be­ 
lieved to have originated In the au­ 
thor’s imagination for it was known 
that he had u personal grudge against 
Girard, but the discovery that Walter 
Stewart was a colonel In the Conti­ 
nental army and that he spent si* 
days in Mount Holly during Girard's 
residence there gave the story some 
credence.—Pathfinder Magazine.
